IN STANDARDS OF LIVING 


It is a singular tribute to 
the 
shortsightedness of man that the 
government itself was the author 
and giver of two privileges which 
financially bleed the people white 
—the tariff and the patent. They 
are the heart of monopoly 
and 
the citadel of concentrated wealth. 
The power exerted by the small 
group of monopolists 
controlling 
these privileges is so great 
it is 
able by pricing alone to distort, 
yes, displace, the natural low 
of 
economics, to control the ebb and 
flow of business. 
There no longer is any 
doubt 
among economists as to the cause 
of the present recession. 
None of 
them, nor business men or bank­ 
ers, speak of future better times 
except in 
terms 
of 
“adjusted 
prices.” This is a mere 
affirma­ 
tion of the belief the monopolists 
overreached themselves in greed 
and produced the 
recession 
in 
manufacture, 
distribution 
and 
business by prohibitive pricing. 
The international 
trade 
pacts 
fathered by Secretary 
Hull 
are 
going far in 
doing 
away 
with 
monopoly features in the 
tariff. 
The effort in Congress to amend 
the patent law undoubtedly will 
result in 
stripping 
the 
patent 
monopolists of some of their pow­ 
er. 
But it will be accompanied 
by such a chorus of 
horrendous 
fears and lugubrious 
prophecies 
by the reactionary press and the 
Tory parrots in Congress that the 
torrent of abuse which 
greeted 
the New Deal will appear as a 
placid brook in comparison. 
The proper course on patents is, 
of course, a complete denial 
of 
the right of private ownership in 
further 
inventions 
and 
forcing 
their manufacture into free 
and 
open competition. This would do 
more, 
by 
ending 
the 
planned 
scarcity which rules today’s manu­ 
facture, to provide 
full 
produc­ 
tion. full distribution 
and 
full 
employment than any other plan 
under consideration. 
The United 
States then and only then would 
be able to enjoy all the fruits of 
its genius in invention 
and 
in 
impressive and economical 
pro­ 
duction. 
It would, too, be electric 
in bringing about a marked bet­ 
terment in the standards of liv­ 
ing for all classes and restore a 
semblance of the natural economic 
order.—W. P. Harvey.

FIVE-MINUTE BIOGRAPHIES 


Zaharoff—that was the name of 
one of the 
richest, one of 
the 
most mysterious and one of 
the 
most bitterly condemned men on 
earth. 
Twenty years ago a 
re­ 
ward of $100,000 was offered to 
anyone 
who 
would 
kill 
him. 
Numerous 
books 
w'ere written 
about him; 
he was one of 
the 
most amazing phenomena of 
in­ 
ternational suspicion and national 
hate. 
Born in the most terrible pov­ 
erty, 
Basil 
Zaharoff 
lived 
to 
amass one of the greatest fortunes 
on earth. 
And he did it by sell­ 
ing machine guns and cannon and 
high explosives. 
One of his bio­ 
graphies began with these words: 
“The gravestones 
of 
a 
million 
men shall be 
his 
monument— 
their dying groans his epitaph.’’ 
When Zaharoff was 
28 
years 
old he got to selling ammunition 
for $25 a week and commissions. 
He was living in Greece at 
the 
time; and he knew that the only 
way to sell guns was to create a 
demand for them. So he whipped 
up the fears of the 
Greeks 
and 
told them they were surrounded 
by bloodthirsty enemies and must 
buy guns to defend their father­ 
land. That was more than half a 
century ago. 
A wave of 
excite­ 
ment swept 
over 
the 
country. 
Bands 
played, 
flags 
waved. 
Orators harangued 
the 
crowds. 
And Greece increased 
its 
army 
and bought guns from Zaharoff, 
and also a submarine—one of the 
first war submarines ever built. 
Having made 
several 
million 
dollars in commissions out of that 
deal, Zaharoff ran over 
to 
the 
Turks and said: “Look what the 
Greeks ae doing. 
They are get­ 
ting ready to wipe you off 
the 
face of the earth." So the Turks 
bought two submarines. The arms 
race was on, and Zaharoff 
had 
launched himself on a career that 
was destined to net him 300 mil­ 
lion dollars, all 
drenched 
with 
blood. 
For more than half a century 
Zaharoff 
fattened 
on 
national 
fears, arming traditional enemies 
and helping to foment wars. Dur­ 
ing the Russian-Japanese conflict 
he sold ammunition to both sides. 
During 
the 
Spanish-American 
war he sold the bullets that killed 
American 
soldiers. 
During 
the 
World war he owned 
stock 
in 
munition factories 
in 
Germany, 
England, France and Italy; so his 
wealth mounted and skyrocketed 
at a rate that staggers the imagin­ 
ation. 
For hlaf a century he slipped in 
and out among the war offices of 
Europe with the silence of a cat, 
cloaking his movements in the ut­ 
most secrecy. 
He was said to have employed 
two men who looked pecisely like 
him. 
Their sole duty was to ap­ 
pear in public so that the news­ 
papers would report him in Ber­ 
lin or Monte Carlo when in reality 
he was on a secret 
mission 
to 
some other city. 
He never will­ 
ingly posed for a photograph. He 
never granted an interview, and 
he never 
defended, 
never 
ex­ 
plained, never struck back, never 
answered the scathing denuncia­ 
tions that were heaped upon him. 
When he was 26 years old— 
handsome, tall, and 
dashing—he 
fell romantically in love with 
a 
young woman of 17. He met her 
on a train while traveling 
from 
Athens to Paris, and 
wanted 
to 
marry her at once; but she, 
un­ 
fortunately, was already wedded 
to a Spanish duke who was half 
mad and twice her age. 
Divorce 
was impossible because 
of 
her 
religious 
beliefs. 
So 
Zaharoff 
waited for her, waited and cher­ 
ished her in his heart for almost 
half a century. Finally, in 1923, 
her husband died in 
an 
insane 
asylum; and in 1924 she married 
Zaharoff. She was 65 at the time, 
and he was 74 years 
old. 
Two 
years later she died. She had been 
his sweetheart for 48 ycaw, and 
his wife for 18 months. 
Until his death, he spent 
his 
summers in a magnificent chateau 
near Paris; but he was born in 
far-off Turkey in a mud hut that 
had no windows, As a child, he 
slept on a dirt floor, 
tied 
rags 
around his feet to 
keep 
them 
warm, and often went hungry. 
He attended school for only five 
years, but he spoke 14 languages, 
and Oxford 
university 
honored 
him with the title of 
doctor 
of 
civil law. 


In 1907, during the voyage of 
the U. S. Fleet around the world, 
music was broadcast for the first 
time. 
Radio operators on board 
the 
battleships 
placed 
phono­ 
graphs in front of 
their 
micro­ 
phones and were able to broadcast 
to other vessels in their squadrons, 
to commercial ships at sea, and to 
shore stations. 


The first time he .appeared in 
London he was Jailed as a thief. 
Thirty years later he was knight­ 
ed by the king of England. 
One day in the summer of 1909 
thsi mystery man of Europe was 
walking through the famous Zoo­ 
logical gardens in Paris; and he 
was shocked to 
see 
that 
the 
monkeys in the zoo were mangy 
and hungry, and that the 
most 
famous lion in the zoo was suf­ 
fering from rheumatism. Every­ 
thing about the place seemed to 
be going to rack and 
ruin. 
So 
Zaharoff called for the manager 
and scolded 
him 
sharply. 
The 
manager didn't realize 
he 
was 
talking to one of the 
wealthiet 
men in the world, so he 
replied 
rather tartly that he didn’t have 
the half million francs necessary 
to take care of the animals prop­ 
erly. 
Zaharoff said, "Well, if that’s all 
you need, here it is," 
and 
this 
man whose bullets had killed a 
million men, wrote out a check 
for $100,000 to care for 
some 
animals. 
The manager, unable to 
decipher the 
signature, 
thought 
the stranger was trying to play a 
trick on him; so he 
tossed 
the 
check on a pile of other papers 
and forgot all about it. 
Months 
later he showed it to a friend and 
was astonished to learn 
that 
it 
was real, that it was signed by 
the wealthiest man in France. 
Zaharoff died at 85, a 
lonely, 
tragic figure, broken in health. A 
servant pushed him about in 
a 
wheel chair, and his chief inter­ 
est in life eemed to be his garden 
of lovely roses. 
He 
had 
been 
writing his diary for half a cen­ 
tury; it filled 53 books; and rum­ 
or has it that he ordered all those 
secret records to be destroyed at 
his death.—K. C. Post.

VEGETATION ON CONTOUR

SHELTER TO WILDLIFE 


NATIONAL FORESTS GET 
MORE THAN 223,000 
ACRES OF NEW TREES 


Reforestation of national forest 
areas, by tree planting and 
tree 
seed sowing, last year exceeded 
that of any previous year by more 
than 82,000 acres, according to a 
report by the Forest Service, Un­ 
ited States Department of Agri­ 
culture. 
Trees were planted on 
214,306 
acres and tree seeds were 
sown 
on 8,769 acres—a total reforesta­ 
tion of 223,075 acres. 
In addition large areas are corn- 
back by means of natural refor­ 
estation. 
To meet the 
planting 
needs, the present approved out­ 
put of 32 national forest nurseries 
scattered throughout the country 
is more than 225 
million 
baby 
tree annually. 
Forest Service estimates 
show 
that 4 million acres of 
national 
forest land are unproductive but 
capable of growing forests. 
The 
past year’s accomplishments were 
made possible, it is pointed 
out, 
largely through the work of the 


In regions where winter snows 
produce a good part of the mois­ 
ture needed 
for 
spring 
crops, 
farmers who left contour strips of 
vegetation standing in cultivated 
fields after harvest this fall prob­ 
ably will find soil moisture much 
greater next spring than in fields 
without vegetation, according 
to 
the Soil Conservation Service of 
the Department of Agriculture. 
The strips act like a snow fence 
to break the force of 
the 
wind 
and cause 
drifting. 
When 
the 
snow melts, the strips impede the 
flow of run-off water and 
force 
more of it to penetrate the 
soil 
where it can be stored for plant 
growth. 
Farmers also are finding these 
buffer strips of vegetation a boon 
to wildlife because they furnish 
food and cover for game 
birds 
and animals during 
the 
winter 
months.
